Within the last few weeks, however, Poland 
has advanced a claim to a permanent seat, 
on the ground that only within the Council 
itself can she make her position secure 
against Germany’s unknown, but suspected, 
intentions in Eastern Europe. Poland's 
claim is receiving the strong support of 
the French Government and of all sections 
of the Frenc ress. Spain and Brazil 
have discovered that their national dignity 
and the interests of South America require 
like recognition, and now they are joined 
by China. Sweden, supported by her Scandi- 
navian neighbours and by Holland, intends 
to veto the Polish claim at Geneva; but 
the vital factor in the situation is Ger- 
many’s own attitude. Hé: Government 
regards the attempt to make premature 
additions to the League’s Council as a 
cynical breach of faith, and refuses to 
re-open a concluded bargain. No doubt, 
Germany will repudiate the League of, 
Nations if the French and Polish influences 
prevail. next week at Geneva.

BRITISH CABINET MEETING. 

The British and Japanese Governments 
have not yet defined their views on tho 
question. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain announced in 
his recent speech in Birmingham that he. 
favours the plan of extending membership 
of the Council to include the smaller 
countries, but it is by no means certain 
that a majority of the British Cabinet 
supports him in his view. The Cabinet 
discussed the question for seven hours last 
Friday, but did not reach a decision. 
Another meeting will be held this week. 

The Lobby Correspondent of the Central 
News. writes:—Sir Austen Chamberlain’s

AN TI-GERMAN BLOC.

INDORE ABDICATES,

HOW MUMTAZ BEGUM 
WAS SAVED.

As official communiqué, issued at Delhi 
 & last Saturday, announces the aldica- 
tion. of ‘the Maharajah of Indore, His 


Holkhur, Badahur, G.C.LE, i 
His abdication is the seguel to a daring 
attempt to abduct Mumtaz Begum, one of, the 
Maharajah’s favourite dancing girls, who had 
grown weary of her lot and had escaped. She 
was living under the protection of a wealthy 
friend, Mr. Abdul Kadir Bawla, at Bombay. 
Attempts were made to induce her to return 
to the Maharajah’s Palace, but she refused to 
do so. State officials told her that if she did 
not return willingly other steps would be 
taken, Still, however, she would not consent. 
On the 12th of last January Mumtaz Begum 
was out driving with Mr. Bawla in Bombay, 
when a band of men, armed with knives,: at- 
tempted to kidnap her. Mr. Bawla defended 
her, but the armed men killed him, and in 
the encounter Mumtaz Begum (Beautiful 
Queen) was disfigured with knife wounds. 


BRITISH OFFICERS’ BRAVERY. . 
The kidnapping exploit, would have ‘suc- 
ceeded but for the arrival of three British 
officers, who with golf sticks beat off Mumtaz 
Begum’s assailants. A- trial followed, in 
which nine men were charged with participat- 
ing in the crime. Three A Cage who occupied 
high positions in the Sate of Indore, were 
convicted and sentenced to death. They were 
Shaji Ahmed Risaldar, of the Indore Mounted 
Sham Rao Dighe, captain of the 
Indore Air Force, and Ponde, an officer in 
the Maharajah’s household. 
Mumtaz Begum,, who now is 22 vears of 
age, was a witness at the trial. She said that 
for certain reasons’ she escaped from the 
Maharajah’s Palace. She was certain that 
she would have been killed, like Mr. Bawla, 
if the British officers had not arrived. 


THE PROPOSED INQUIRY. 
Lhe attempt to abduct Mumtaz Begum and 
the murder of the Protegtor created*a sen- 
| sation throughout India. After the trial the 
Maharajah was hopelessly compromised. The 
Viceroy (Lord Reading) then took action. At 
the beginning of this month he announced 
his intention to set up a Commission 
of Inquiry. The Maharajah had the option of 
being examined by the Commission or of 
abdicating He hesitated long, and seems to 
have found it very difficult to come to a de- 
cision. He consulted eminent iawyers. Tien 
he appears to have accepted the Commission. 
The Government of India submitted certain 
questions to him. A few’ days ago he sought 
and gained an extension of the time at first 
allowed for his replies. In the end, however, 
he would seem to have abandoned hope, and 
to have chosen the alternative of abdication. 


OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 
The official announcement of the Maha- 
rajah s abdication is contained in the follow- 
ing statement, which was issued to Reuter’s 
correspondent at Delhi on Saturday :— 
_ “Ina communiqué, issued on February 1, 
it was stated that His Excellency the Gover- 
nor-General had decided that a Commission 
of Inquiry should be appointed to investigate 
the. alleged connection of His Highness. the 
Maharajah Holkar of Indore, with the at- 
tempted abduction of Mumtaz Begum, and 
the murder of the late Mr. Bawla, in Bom- 
bay, on January 12, 1925. It was added 
that the Maharajah had the option of in- 
timating that he did. not desire the appoint- 
ment of a Commission. . 
“The Maharajah was informed of this 
decision on January 27, 1926, and the period 
of fifteen days was allowed for a reply. This 
was subseguently, at the Maharajah's per- 
sonal request, extended up to the end of 
February. An intimation has now been re- 
ceived from the Maharajah that he wishes to 
avail himself of the above-mentioned option 
and that he objects to the appointment of a 
Commission, and, further, that he has de- 
cided to abdicate in favour of his son. 

The Maharajah’s abdication has been ac. 
cepted by the Governor-General in Council 
and no further inquiry will now be made into 
the Maharajah’s alleged connection with the 
Bawla murder case. A further communica-

THE SINKING -OF 
THE ST. MIRREN. 
SURVIVORS DESORIBE 
GREW’S SUFFERINGS.

i The story of the foundering of the Dublin 
steamer St. Mirren off the Isle of Man and 
the loss of the captain and three members of 
the crew was related in an interview with 
two‘of the survivors, who arrived in Dublin 
on Saturday morning on their way home. 
One of them, John Connors, 7 Vale road, 
Arklow, said that the steamer left Dublin on 
Wednesday night for Llandulas, North Wales, 
where they arrived on Thursday, and, having 
taken on board a quantity of stores, left for 
Glasgow at nine o'clock on the same evening. 
When fifteen miles off the Chicken Light- 
house, at one o’clock on Friday morning, the 
vessel: ran into a big sea, and soon after, 
owing to the-cargo shifting, she took a heavy 
list to starboard: He was in bed at the time, 
and all who were below were ordered on deck 
by the captain and were directed to put out 
the lifeboats. 


LAUNCHING THE LIFEBOAT. 
** We had no time to dress,” he said, “and 
we had -not been long on deck when “a bi 
sea burst into the mess room, the stokeho! 
and engine room. The lifeboat was cut 
away, and, with five others, I got into it, but. 
it was immediately: swept, away about 100 
-yards from the ship. The mate and the 
skipper’s brother were also swept off the deck 
with the sea and we were able to pick them 
|} up. The boat filled three-parts with water, 
and that placed us in a helpless position to 
reach one of the crew whom we saw cling- 
imz to the side of the steamer, which in about 
three minutes went down by the stern. We 
saw a big flare, no doubt caused by the burst- 
ing of the boilers, as the ship disappeared.’’ 
Continuing, he said that they had to ale 
the water out of the lifeboat, to: keep her 
afloat, as she was filling very rapidly. For 
six hours they drifted about, until the s.s. 
Stainburn, of Whitehaven, came along in 


reply to their distress signal—a _ waist- 
coat tied to a boast hook, which 
they held aloft. When getting under 


the steamer’s stern the boat was ‘struck by 
the vessel, which filled her up with water, 
and knocked the mate, the second engineer 
and himself out of the boat. A lifebuoy 
and lines were thrown to them, and they 
were pulled on board the steamer, on which 
they were very well treated, and which 
landed them at Holyhead at one o'clock on 
Friday afternoon. At the Sailors’ Home 
there they were provided with clothes, which 
they badly needed, á

DUBLIN MAN'S JUMP. 
John Nolan, 74 Stella Gardens, Írishtown, 
Dublin, who is about 20 years of age, said 
that he was on the deck when the ship, after 
running into very heavy’ seas, took a list. 
At that. time only the captain, another sailor 
and Nolan were on deck. The captain, 
realising the danger, ordered all hands to 
the lifeboats, and the crew came on deck 
very scantily clad. The ship started to 
fill very rapidly. The engines stopped and 
the lights were put out.

‘@ sailor got into the lifeboat to make ready 


the gear, d the remainder of them 
were standi by ready to launch her. 
The sea and wind were rising, and 
they all felt that the ship was 


going dgwn. As they were about to get 
the lifeboat away, a huge sea came along 
and struck the boat off the davits, sending 
it into the sea, carrying the second mate and 
the brother of the captain with it. Nolan 
said that he jumped for the lifeboat, and 
was able to pick up the thrée others who 
had been swept overboard. 

‘The ship: disappeared in three or four 
minutes, when they had only cleared her by 
a distance of about forty yards. The last 
that he saw of the captain and James Green 
was when they were standing on the deck 
trying to launch a lifeboat. 

_ No further news: has been received regard- 
ing Green, who is a native of Rush, County 
Dublin, where he has a wife and four

A LAST MINUTE 
TRY AGAINS 
SCOTLAND. 


. 40,000. PRESENT. 


HOPES OF SECURING 
THE TRIPLE 
CROWN. 


By Our SpECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


¢ bur Irish Rugby XV. went a further 
step forward towards winhing the 
ampionship and Triple Crown when, at 
urtayfield, Edinburgh, last Saturday, 
they defeated Scotland. 

Remarkably excjting as the Ireland v. 
England ma as, this great match will, 
I think, live longer in memory. There was 
not the same amount of spectacular play ; 
this was impossible under the conditions 
prevailing, but it was a fiercer contest, 
and the desperate efforts of two very level 
teams to gain the mastery aroused the 
crowd to extraordinary enthusiasm. 


THE BETTER SIDE WON, 

Many people, will say that Ireland was lucky 
to win. She was, in the sense that a 
deciding score gained in the actual last 
minute of the game is a bit lueky, but look- 
ing back over the incidents, and they were 
many and varied, I am perfectly satisfied that 
the better. side won. There were four other 
occasions when Ireland only missed scoring by 
a matter of a yard or two, and Scotland had 
not one similar experience of bad luck. 

Considering that rain had been pouring 
down all the day at Edinburgh, the crowd, 
estimated as 40,000, was a striking testimony 
to the interest taken in the game. A most 
important crowd it was, too, and when Ire- 
land won one of the stiffest\ encounters ever 
played, the sporting Scots’ only concern was 
that, having gone so far, we should row beat 
Wales, and complete a season of unbroken 
success. i 
From beginning to end the match . was 
marked by the desperate efforts of the.two 
s .§ of forwards. Scot and Irishman flung 
‘uimself into the fray, fearlessly, and in a 
manner suggesting that both sides knew it 
was, the one putting” the most fire into it 
would come out on top. They clashed against 
one another in the tight and in the loose ; 
bruised and damaged one another without 
pardon or complaint, and the game pro- 
ceeded stage by stage without either gaining 
any great advantage. The Scottish forwards 
did gain a certain superiority before the 
second half had gone very far. 


SCOTSMEN BETTER SCRIMMAGERS. 

This was in the scrimmages, where they 
invariably got the ball and gave their backs 
ery of chances, whereas the Irish backs, 
eing starved, had to make their own chances. 
The Irish forwards’ falling off in the scrim- 
maging work was due to the fact that Clinch 
in the second ‘half seldom put a shoulder to 
the scrum, and we were pitting seven men 
against eight genuine scrimmagers. To make 
up for this deficiency the Irish forwards had 
to do something exceptional in the loose, and 
this they did, for Browne, Clinch, Farrell, 
and the others brought off some great dashes 
to break through. Clinch, if causing a weak- 
ness in our scrimmaging power, certainly 
more than made up for it by his general use- 
fulness in all other departments of the play. 
Always anticipating where the ball was likely 
to come to, he was always there, and, with 
touch kicks, hard tackles, and fine defensive 
play, kept appearing in the picture almost 
every minute. 


IRISH BACKS SLIGHTLY SUPERIOR. 
It was a game that might have been won or 
lost twenty times, for no sooner would one 
side set up an attack, than the other side, by 
superb defence, would check it, and then 
carry on to wage the attack at the other end: 
And all the time there was an eagerness, an 
abandon about the efforts of the two sets of 
forwards seldom equalled. 
There was the same resolute work amongst 
the backs, and never a sign of slackness or 
hesitation. To gain a few yards of ground re- 
quired a mighty effort, and a slip of any kind 
was immediately carried to advantage by the 
other side. 
There was excellent work done by the 
backs on both sides, Drysdale, Waddell, 
Nelson and Dykes, for Scotland, were out- 
standing. players in attack and defence, and 
they bore the brunt of the battle; whereas 
on the Irish side there was a general level of 
excellence. All in their turn did splendid 
work, and there was not a failure. Taking 
the backs divisions collectively, the Irish side 
was the better. They showed more oppor- 
tunism and resource ‘and also more dash, 
and no further proof is required of this than 
the fact that, with far fewer opportunities, they 
man@uvred the only try scored and narrowly 
missed three other tries. 


_SCOTSMEN’S SPORTSMANSHIP. 

_ When claiming that Ireland was the better 
side, _ it gnust be conceded that . their 
superiority was very slight. Before Gage 
scored the try one had a feeling that if Ire- 
land was to be beaten it would be bad luck. 
Scotsmen, no doubt, have that feeling over 
the defeat, and are entitled to, though I 
think they will admit it would have been 
harder luck on freland to have lost. Even 
when having the match snatched from them 
in the last minute the good sportsmanship 
for which Scotsmen are famed did not: desert 
them. They rose to give Ireland as hearty 
an ovation as they would have given their 
own. Needless to state there were Irishmen 
to help in the tumult, and for long after Mr. 
Cumberlege had sounded the whistle declar- 
ing Ireland’s victory a wild, cheering crowd, 
bedecked with green favours, filled a large 
portion of the playing pitch in front of where 
the teams left the ground. Crawford and 
the others were carried shoulder high, and 
one began to wonder whether one ‘was at 
Murrayfield or. Lansdowne road. 


INCIDENTS.OF THE GAME. 
Although only one solitary try was scored, the 
game was full of exciting interests. The 
ground, with almost forty-eight hours’ con- 
tinuous rain soused into it, was soft and 
sticky, _ the mistakes of handling were few. 
A penalty kick against Ireland early in the 
game might have: been costly but for the 
heavy state of the ball. Drysdale’s effort 
was well directed, but did not earry enough 
force. , 

Six minutes had elapsed before Ireland 
worked into Scottish territory, and then began 
many encouraging movements. Gage failed 
to get to the ball from a short kick by Davy, 
but Ireland continued to press until Stephen- 
son kicked over the goal line. A few minutes 
later the Irish hopes rose high when Hewitt 
cut an- opening between Smith and Dykes. 
‘He had only to hand the ball to Gage to 
make certain of a try, but hesitated, and 
then threw in the other direction, 

Then it was Scotland’s turn, and Crawford 
found himself in extreme difficulties, but, 
flinging himself on the ball, he turned over 
on his back and kicked along, for Gage to 
carry on to the centre. Stephenson sent a 
short kick along to Smith; who accidentally 
kicked over his goal line, and, from the re- 
sulting drop out from the 25, Ireland got into 
troubled waters. There were many anxious 
moments of play near our line. 

A cross-kick by Smith was taken up by 
Scott, who was ruled off-side, and later 4 
forward pass spoiled a likely Scottish move 
on our line. hen Drysdale showed himself

The “opens that the negotiations for the sale 
of the Crown jewels were held in an extremely 
unbusinesslike manner, and that an extremely 
strong odour surrounded the whole affair. 
The Moscow newspapers publish only small 
items regarding the sale, but a discussion re- 
garding the i 
already proceeding among most of the - 
m'ssars. Commissar Dgerjiaski, the Cheka 
Chief, has expressed himself strongly against 
giving any of the proceeds of the sale to the 
delegates of the Communist International Con- 
gress now proceeding in Moscow. Instead 
he demands that the funds should he used to 
bolster up the tottering Chervonetz, which, 
for the first time in three years, has begun to 
sink in the Russian exchange. 
Diamond buyers living in Riga, who during 
the past six years have purchased large 


fokmed me that during the recent negotiations 
ini Moscow the Cheka arrested 70 ‘jewellers, 
praetically all of them possessing retail shops. 
It is not expected that these jewellers will be 
released’ until the representatives of all the 
foreign jewellers’ syndicates leave Russia. 

The Cheka has also arrested more than a 
hundred speculators, who are charged with 
attempting to force down the Chervonetz on 
the Moscow Bourse. 


STAMPING OUT THE 
MAFIA. 


SICILIAN PREFECT’S 
SUCCESS.

ROME, Sunday. 
Six hundred members of the Sicilian Mafia 
were arrested to-day and yesterday in the 
last big round-up of the bandits, who, for.a 
quarter of a century, have terrorised the 
island, controlled politics, and murdered and 
robbed at will. Among them are two mayors 
and several other towp and bay ir” 
They will be deported immediate o the 
islands of Usticia, Lipari, Pancellaria and 
Lampedusa, all near the Sicilian coast, in the 
Adriatic. 
Prefect Mori, of Palermo, who was charged 
with the task of extinguishing the Mafia, has 
been awarded the decoration of Commander 
San Maurizzio i Lazzaro, one of the on oy 
Italian decorations. Now that the task of 
routing out ‘the Mafia from Italy is com- 
pleted, the police are permitting the publica- 
tion of details. Yesterday’s and to-days 
raids will probably lead to the denunciation 
of many other bandits; for Prefect Mori's 
energetic actions have convinced the popula- 
tion that fhey have no more fear of the 
Mafia. As a result of Prefect Mori’s action 
the eountry has been freed from the commerce 
in underhand taxes levied. by the Black 


Handers. 
THE PREFECT’S RUSE. 

During the first days of the raids, the 
police found it necessary to use atmoured cars. 
After the success of the first operations, how- 
ever, such means were no longer hecessary. 
For more than a month mounted patrols have 
been cleaning up the outlying villages. By 
the middle of February the bulk of the Mafia 
chiefs were either under arrest, or were 
openly watched by the police, in their homes: 
The last free remnant of the bandits had re- 
treated to the village of Gangi, on the top 
of a mountain 3, feet above the sea. 
There they terrorised the simple villagers. 

Prefect Mori decided that it would be un- 

necessary to sacrifice lives. He sent, a herald, 
with a drummer, to the village. In 
Gangi, for centuries, it has been the cus- 
“tom to announce the arrival of fresh fish from 
the sea, with drums. When the population 
heard the drumming, after being short of 
fish for several days, they thought that the 
police cordon had been broken, and they 
rushed to the market place. Instead 
of food, they found a proclamation 
from Prefect Mori, declaring that unless 
they delivered up the 'andits within twelve 
hours they might expect the utmost conse- 
quences. What those consequences would be 
the town never learned, for the local head- 
men decided to accept the Prefect’s demands, 
and before. sundown the last bandit was in 
the hands of the. police without a drop cf 
blood being spilt. 
' As a Jast resort, and hoping for compro- 
mise, the Mafia chiefs, who wee under 
watch by the police, offered Prefect Mori 
that they, would sassure Fascist victories at 
the elections, and would throw the whole 
strength of the bandits to the assistance of 
Fascism. Prefect Mori's answer was to 
round up the whole trew for deportation. 


‘OBITUARY. 


DR. WILLIAM C. SULLIVAN. 
Dr. William .Charles Sullivan, Medical 
Superintendent of Broadmoor Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum, died at ‘Bournemouth on Friday last 
in his fifty-eighth year, says The Times. Dr. 
Sullivan was the youngest son of the late Dr. 
W. K. Sullivan, President of Queen’s College, 
Cork, and was educated in Cork, Dublin and 
Paris. For some years he was in the Prison 
Medical Service, and the good work he did in 
that capacity, and the high qualities he dis- 
played, impressed all who came into profes- 
sional contact with him. The good opinions 
then formed were well justified in his later 
service af, Broadmoor, where he succeeded Sir 
Richard Brayn as Medical Superintendent. 
From 1915 to 1919 he. was Scientific Adviser 
to the Central Control Board . 

Dr. Sullivan was Lecturer in Crininology 
nd Forensic Psychiatry at the Maudsley 
Hospital, and, in addition to his numerous 
articles in scientific journals, published two 
books, ‘‘ Alcoholism,’’ in 1896, and ‘‘ Crime 
and Insanity ” in 1924, which were recognised 
as valuable and balanced contributions to 
subjects in which bias and a warped judg: 
ment are as dangerous as they are easy. He 
was, indeed, refreshingly free from ‘ views,” 
and could write not only with authority and 
‘clearness, but with elegance as well. Dr. 
Sullivan married Miss Mary Fitzpatrick, the 
author of Irish stories, and had one son. 


MR. THOMAS J. DUIGNAN., 
Mr. Thomas J. Duignan, father of the 
Rev. Dr. Duignan, President of Summerhill 
College, Sligo, died at Danesfort House, 
Carrick-on-Shannon, last Saturday morning. 
Mr. Duignan had been a Justice of the 
Peace for the Counties of Leitrim and Ros- 
common, and, had been for many years a 
member of the Carrick-on-Shannon Board of 
Guardians and District Council. Before he 
settled finally in his native ‘Carrick-on- 
Shannon he had been a successful business 
man in Port Glasgow, where he was a mem- 
ber of the City Coitecil. On Mr. Duignan’s 
return to Carrick-gn-Shannon the people 
made a valuable presentation to himself, his 
wife, and family. Mr. Duignan was a life- 
long supporter of the Irish Nationalist Par- 
liamentary Party.

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A TAX ON BETTING, 


DIFFLCULTIES IN THE WAY. 

The Times remarks: in a leading article 
that there is nothing improbable in the popu- 
lav belief that Mr. Churchill's anxious and in- 
genious mind is dallving with the project of a 
tax on.betting. Altogether, the case in prin- 
ciple for a betting duty seems almost too 
good to be true. It is assuredly far too good 
to be dismissed out of head, except upon the 
very strongest practical objections. Such ob- 
jections, of course, are held to exist.. The 
Prime Minister no longer ago than last De-' 
cember described: them in the House of Com- 
mons as ‘‘almest insurmountable.’’ Mr. 
Churchill, himself, was careful to explain a 
few weeks later that his reception of the. 
deputation in support of the tax must not be 
taken as meaning that#the Government had 
come to any favourable decision. His prede- - 
cessor, Mr. Snowden, who inherited the report 


of a Select Committee on the sub- 
ject, had abandoned’ the proposal just 
two years ago  . as ** against the 


public interest,” Thus, both a Labour and a 
Conservative Government have so far declined 
to move further in the matter than to pub- 
lish the report of a Select Committee, which, 
without commiting itself to the desirability of 
the tax, did at least pronounce. quite de- 
finitely that it eould be raised. 

Such. problems as the tegistration of the re- 
cognised Commission Agents, the slimination 
of the amateur, the method of collection, the 
possible intréduction of the. totalisator, are, 
relatively speaking, the details of machinery, 
No. doubt hey require very careful considera- 
tion before any “action is taken. They may, 
or may not, lend themselves to smooth and 
profitable solution. In any case, they could 
hardly be solved .in time “for this year's 
Budget. But they cannot effectively be set 
against the verdict of the prolonged and most 
exhaustive inquiry, which, differing as it. did 
upon many points, came to the definite conclu- 
sion that a tax on betting was practicable.

Twenty 
rears ago \Claycastle extended 50 yards 
logther seaward, and they all remembered 
the great damage that was done when the 
sea broke in on\the land in the year 1900. 
The facts put before the public by the Special 
Correspondent of such an influential and 
prominent journal as the /rish Times ren 
dered it incumbent on those who, as owners 
of the foreshore, were deeply interested, to 
act before 14 was too late, ast year a de- 
putation from the Council ‘waited on the 
various departments in Dublin, with the re- 
sult that the chief land officer visited the 
place, but nothing practical had been don 
The Chairman (Mr. M. Whelan) said tit 
they had been trying for many years to grt 
something done, but in vain. He remem: 
bered when the ‘‘Castle’’ was out seaward

£26,196 (an average of £444 per house). 

Mr. R. S. Lawrie, A.R.I.B.A.. was ap- 
pointed additional architect in the City 
Architect’s Department for a two years en- 
gagement, at £8 8s. per week: The appoint- 
ment’ was necessary owing to the Commis- 
sioners’ undertaking the erection of dwellings 
of the flat type on the Crab lane area, ad- 
joining Cuffe street and Mercer street. 

The Commissioners being satisfied that ex- 
ceptional distress exists in all the electoral 
divisions of the Dublin Union situate in the 
Borough of Dublin, decided to ask the 
.Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health Mor authority to administer relief in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 15 
of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898.

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SENATE CARRIES TAX

The Senate finished with the Revenue Bill 
In the middle of last night, and passed it by 
268 votes to 21. No very important amend- 
.ments were made. The main feature oí the 
bill, the tax on payments, was carried by a 
show of hands after M. Doumer had once‘ 
again explained that the Government could 
not do without it, and that he must resign if 
it-were rejected. The most serious opposition 
shown was to the tax on exports, the debate 
on which occupied all yesterday morning. It 
is interesting to note that in the Chamber 
this tax, which is wholly unsound if con- 
sidered solely from the. economic point of view, 
was accepted with comparatively little: objec- 
tion. t shows once again how thoroughly 
superfi@@! are the Chamber's views on finan- 
cia] an® economic matters. The Government s 
reason for advancing it was purely fiscal; its 
excuse was that it was amply warranted by 
the depreciation of the currency 

M. Doumer told the Sénate that he had 
consulted the most. important exporting in- 
dustries—-motor mannfacturérs in ‘particular— 
and they were agreed that they could sfand it. 
None the less the Article was rejected. 
It ‘wes presented again in the afternoon 
with the maximum rate of the duty reduced 
from 2 per cent. to 1.3 per cent., and all 
agricultural products, including wines, ex- 
empted from its operation. This timé it was 
earried—which shows “that even the Senate 
is susceptible to the claims of vested in- 
terestg. 

It now remains to be seen how M_ Briand 
will obtain a' majority for the bill in the 
Chamber, for, in spite of the rooted objec- 
tions of the majority of tkegdeputies to the

The 
new bill is astimated to produce at the most

tax for 1925 provided by the Loucheur Bill, 
which are due to be paid up by April 30th.

LUMDON , Sunday Night.
